Ada P. Kelley of Chicago, one of the 
six passengers killed In the Pullman 
parlor car Skylark of the first sec- 
tion of the express, which was tele- 
scoped by engine 133S of Iho second 
section, and her death Is claused as 
"accidental." 


The coroner reviews at some length 


the evidence taken by him 
In 
the 


hearings at Stamford nnd nridgeiiort 
anrl discusses. Iho question of Doher- 
ly's competency, the location ot the 
distance signals-at Stamford, the UEC 
of antohiallc (rain stopping devices 
and the air brake equipment. 


On Ihe nmttcr of the engineer's 


fitness tho coroner says "Doherty's 
alleged incompetcncy is disproved by 
his almost perfect service record" and 
by testimony ylven by employes anil 
olllclals'of llie company. In Iho mat- 
ter of praclU'al experience tho coron- 
er . believe that tho "one-year rule" 
for engineers does not give sufficient 
cxperjcnco, 
and 
thinks 
tho 
limit 


should bo Increased to two years ut 
.least, "but preferably to three years." 


While lh" distance and home sig- 


nals, ho finds, are too close together 
at Stamford and should, in the Inter- 
ests' ol safely, bt increased to at least
